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BATTLE OF 
THE QUARTERBACKS 


A. TITTLE has been mending for the past eight 

months. The torn ligaments he suffered in last 

year’s championship game with the Bears have 

healed. And the Old Man is going to put himself 

through another season of hell, trying to give the 

Giants the NFL championship. He will be 38 years 
old in the middle of the season. And that, as any profes- 
sional athlete will tell you, is a very delicate age. 

Bear linebacker Larry Morris finished Yat’s quarter- 
backing duties for him a little ahead of schedule. And 
when the big Bear lineman cracked Tittle in half, the 
Giants championship went limping off the field—all hopes 
dying with the departure of an old man. The same thing 
will apply this season. 

Tittle runs a dangerous offense—dangerous to himself, 
that is. The Giant game is in the air, and each time Tittle 
moves back to throw, he exposes himself to title-smashing 
torture at the hands of every lineman in the league. And 
the question on everyone’s lips is, “Can Tittle last?’ If 
he manages to stay in one piece for the entire season, all 
the big money will be on the Giants. If not—there won't 
be any contest, and Eastern conference will be anybody’s 
good guess. 

But Tittle wants that championship so bad he can taste 
it. And he’s going to do his best to take damn good care 
of himself. Should he succeed, it will be the Giants and 
the Bears once again for the NFL title. 

Green Bay has Paul Hornung back, but Chicago has 
the finest defense in the league, and they will have Hor- 
nung as their honorary target of the season. We think they 
can hold Hornung down. Doing so, they will repeat. 
The Packers are hungry, but the Bears are winners—and 
success breeds more success, as the saying goes. The Packers 
have a defenseive unit that could stand a little help, and 
it doesn’t look like they're going to get it. Which brings 
us up to Billy Wade. 

He is the best running quarterback in the league. He 


is also very effective in the air, clicking last year at a 53.9 
percent rate on his passes—192 of 356 for 2301 yards and 
15 'TD’s. Not as impressive as Tittle’s 221 out of 357, and 
36 TD’s, but Wade makes up for it with his ground game. 

Chicago is a ball-control club. In their steady, plodding 
backfield, they have Ronnie Bull, Willie Galimore, Rick 
Casares, Joe Marconi, and Charlie Bivins. They are not 
spectacular runners, they are not “show” backs—but they 
see the holes and bang out the yardage. And Billy Wade's 
handling of the ground game is intelligent and effective. 
Wade knows how to save himself. Unlike Tittle, he is 
not always the moving target. He doesn’t throw as much, 
he doesn’t take the chances Y.A. does. He gets hits less and 
does a lot less agonizing back-pedalling. And—he is six 
years younger. 

All these things considered, we still have to stick with 
Y.A. Yat is a quarterback who inspires everyone around 
him. He is an old man with tremendous guts, brains, and 
talent. Though he knows he should baby himself, he 
doesn’t. He takes the chances, he deliberately makes him- 
self a target, he breaks the rules of self-preservation, and 
gets away with it. Most of the time. This is the kind of 
quarterback that gets more out of his backfield. They want 
to do it for the old man. They want to rest him, give 
him a chance to breathe easy. The end that goes out for 
the Tittle pass puts a little more into it. The linemen 
who hold out the defense know that if they don’t, the 
Old Man is going to be broken in a million pieces. Behind 
Tittle is a team trying to win for him—, and keep him 
alive in the process. This is the team that will take the 
NFL title in 1964. Wade is smart, but Tittle’s smarter. 
Wade can pass, but Tittle is the best aerial man in foot- 
ball. Wade can run, Tittle doesn’t bother, but he has a 
backfield that can. And if the Giants can build a brick 
wall around the Old Man, he’ll give them the champion- 
ship.

other is our defensive secondary. A 
third might be our linebackers. 
These are the areas which were 
strengthened last year and which 
should be even stronger this sea- 
son.” 

Sherman believes the offensive 
line gained maturity during the 
1963 eastern division title drive. 


“Greg Larson developed into a 
top pro center in his first season 
at that position, and Bookie Bolin 
and Ken Byers, both 24, made 
great strides as guards. Darrell 
Dess, at 29, is at the peak of his 
game and is one of the best guards 
in the league. Although Rosey 
Brown is 82 years old, his showing 
last year proves to us that he can 
still do it at offensive tackle. And 
behind him we have real promising 
youngsters in Lou Kirouac and 
Lane Howell, both of whom ac- 
quired valuable experience in 
1963.” 


The Giants have six seasoned 
veterans ready for duty in the sec- 
ondary. Dick Lynch, the NFL in- 
terception champion in 1963, and 
Erich Barnes are the corner backs 
with Jim Patton, a perennial all- 
pro, and Dick Pesonen at safety. 
Behind them are Allan Webb and 
Eddie Dove. 

This unit gives Sherman great 
flexibility on defense and also 
opens up several trade avenues 
should the Giants be forced to shop 
for players at other positions. 

The emergence of Jerry Hille- 
brand, former Colorado All-Ameri- 


can, as a full-fledged linebacker in 
his rookie season gives the eastern 
champions a solid linebacking 
corps, which also numbers middle 
man Bill Winter, who missed part 
of 1963 due to injuries; Tom Scott 
and Al Gursky, who replaced Scott 
in the title game against the Chi- 
cago Bears. 

If there is a problem on defense, 
it probably is with the front line, 
which has, lost Dick Modzelewski 
(traded to Cleveland) and Andy 
Robustelli (now a coach). 

“But,” says Sherman, “we feel 
that Bob Taylor can handle the de- 


fensive end job left open by Robus- 
telli, and that we can also fill Mo’s 
tackle position. It won’t be easy 
and we may suffer while the new 
men are making the adjustment, 
but the obstacles are not insur- 
mountable. Of course, we still have 
Jim Katcavage and John LoVe- 
tere.” 

The problem on offense is the 
same as last year—the absence of a 
top-flight running back. 

“This is not to say we aren’t sat- 
isfied with Phil King and Joe 
Morrison,” Sherman points out. 
“They did a great job last year and

we expect them to do another fine 
job in 1964. But we still are in 
the market for another ball-car- 
rier with size and speed. Admitted- 
ly, there aren’t many available but 
we will continue looking.” 

Morrison will start out as a 
flanker back this year, leaving 
King, Alex Webster, Hugh Mc- 
Elhenny and second-year man 
Charlie Killett as the only other 
returning ball-carriers. 

Webster was sidelined much of 
last year with a bad back, and a 
recurring knee condition hobbled 
McElhenny most of the time. so 
these veterans (age 33 and 35, re- 
spectively) could be classed as ques- 
tion marks for 1964. 

“If they both come to camp in 
sound condition and ready to 
play,” says Sherman, “they can help 
this ball club. If, on the other hand, 
they can’t do it physically, well, 
we'll have to make some moves in 
the backfield.” 

One of these moves could be a 
long look-see for No. 1 draft choice 
Joe Don Looney from Oklahoma, a 
swift 230-pounder who can really 
carry the ball. 

The pass-and-catch departments 
seem to be well-manned for the 
Giants’. bid for a fourth straight 
divisional championship. 

Y. A. Tittle returns at quarter- 
back, seemingly at the peak of his 
career, and behind him are second- 
year man Glynn Griffing and a 
promising rookie, Henry Schichtle 
from Wichita. 

Tittle, who will play at 38, was 
the NFL’s leading passer last sea- 
son, hitting 221 of 367 for 3,145 
yards and a record-breaking 36 
touchdowns. There is no reason to 
believe the old gent can’t be just 
as effective this year. He has com- 
pletely recovered from the knee in- 
jury suffered in the title game 
against the Bears, and is as anxious 
to get going as the most enthusias- 
tic rookie. 
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When Y. A. gets to camp he will 
discover a full complement of fine 
pass receivers headed by all-pro 
split end Del Shofner, veteran flan- 


ker man Frank Gifford, Aaron 
Thomas, Joe Walton and Bob 
Crespina, the recent arrival from 
Cleveland. 

King and Morrison also can be 
counted among the receivers, Phil 
was third high for the Giants last 
year with 32 catches and Joe had 
31. 

Up from the “taxi” squad are 
Homer Jones, a 6/2”, 200-pound 
sprinter who will be tried as a run- 


ning back; Dick Skelly and Bob 
Anderson, both halfbacks, and Bill 
Pashe, a defensive back. Roger 
Reynolds, a potentially fine flan- 
ker man, is in the Army for two 
years. 

The Giant's kicking, as usual, 
will be entrusted to Don Chandler. 
In 1963, Don kicked 52 extra 
points and 18 field goals for a 
league-leading 106 points and post- 
ed a 44.9-yard punting average. 

Sherman is quite high on this 
year’s rookie crop, particularly the: 
linemen. “Physically, at least,” he 
says, “this is the best looking bunch 


we've had in the past three years.”

A LOOK BACK— 
A LOOK AHEAD 

Hoping to use their best season 
in 15 years as a springboard to 
even more success, the football Car- 
dinals intend to use a fine blend of 
youth and experience to again be 
a contender in the National Foot- 
ball League’s Eastern Division in 
1964. 

The Big Red rose from sixth 
place in 1962 to third place in 
1963, finished with 9-5 record that 
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was their best since 1948, and set a 
flock of individual and team offen- 
sive records along the way. 

Fleet flanker Bobby Joe Conrad 
led the NFL in pass-receiving with 
73 catches for 967 yards, setting a 
team record with his total, and his 
running mate at the other split 
receiving post, Sonny Randle, 
snared 51 for 1014 yards. Their 
combined total of 124 was one less 
than the previous year, when Ran- 
dle caught 63 and Conrad 62. But 
their two-year total of 249 recep- 
tions averages to better than 62 
catches per man per year. 

Charley Johnson, rapidly becom- 
ing one of the league’s fine young 
quarterbacks, set one career, four 
one-season and one single-game 
team records, He threw 423 passes, 
high in the league, and his 28 
touchdown tosses was second only 
to Y. A. Tittle. His Cardinal sea- 
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son records were for attempts 
(423), completions (222), yards 
(3280) and touchdowns (28). His 
128 yards gained against the Steel- 
ers on October 13 is a one-game 
standard, and his feat of throwing 
touchdown passes in eight consecu- 
tive games (games four through 11) 
is a career record. Paul Christman 
had the record of six consecutive 
games, set in 1947 and 1948. 

Despite all this passing attack, 
the Cardinal ground game picked 
up 1839 yards to rank fifth in the 
league. Joe Childress, with 701 
yards, and Bill Triplett, with 652, 
were the big guns in the attack. 
The veteran Childress had his fin- 
est year, while Triplett, in his first 
year on offense, upheld the faith of 
Coach Wally Lemm, who dealt for 
the youngster as an offensive back, 
then was forced to use him on de- 
fense in his rookie season of 1962. 

The Cardinals totaled 4870 net 
yards, 3031 passing and 1839 rush- 
ing, finishing fourth in the league 
in total offense and establishing a 
team yardage record. 

The fine performances of Child- 
ress and Triplett helped the Big 
Red overcome the loss of John Da- 
vid Crow and Prentice Gautt, who 
saw almost no action during the 
season. Crow was the No. 1 left 
halfback and Gautt the first-string 
fullback when training camp open- 
ed. After Crow was hurt in the 
third pre-season game, Childress 
moved from fullback to left half. 
When Gautt was injured in the 
second quarter of the first regular- 
season game, Childress moved back 
to fullback and Triplett moved in 
as the left half. 

That first game, by the way, got 
the Big Red off winging with a 34- 
7 triumph over the Dallas Cowboys. 

The Cardinals made it two in a 
row by edging the Eagles, 28-24, the 
following week in Philadelphia, 

Pittsburgh snapped a modest 
winning streak at two by complete- 
ly ham-stringing the Cardinal of- 
fense in the third game of the sea- 
son, Triplett sent the Cards off in 
front by turning left end and going 
63 yards for a touchdown in the 
opening minutes, but the Cardinals 
could do little else from then on. 
Three field goals by Lou Michaels 
spearheaded the Pittsburgh attack 
in a 23-10 Cardinal defeat. 

Bouncing back, the Cardinals 
then unleashed their biggest offen- 
sive show in many years when they 
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humbled the Minnesota Vikings, 
56-14, at the Vikings’ stadium. The 
game avenged a 35-() pre-season loss 
the Vikings handed the Cardinals 
in St. Louis, 

The Big Red's home opener 
came next, and it turned into one 
of the wildest games Cardinal fans 
have ever seen. The Steelers took a 
20-3 halftime lead and were still on 
top, 23-10 with less than three min- 
utes to play. Then the Cardinals 
went to work. Johnson hit Jackie 
Smith with a 55-yard scoring pass to 
trim the edge to 23-17, Smith, by 
the way, had his best day that sun- 
swept afternoon, catching nine 
passes for 212 yards. The Cardinals 
got the ball back, first and 10 at 
their own 43, with barely over two 
minutes to play. 

Johnson was thrown for an 18- 
yard loss, then threw incomplete 
and it was third and 28. He hit 
Childress up the middle for 27, 
then connected with Conrad for 
three more and a first down at the 
Pittsburgh 44. Johnson pitched to 
Smith for 17 and a first down at 
the 27, then dropped for a two-yard 
loss as only 30 seconds showed on 
the clock, 

The Cardinals were offside and 
penalized five yards, making it sec- 
ond and 17 at the Pittsburgh 34. 
Smith caught a pass for six yards 
and, with only five seconds left, 
Johnson dropped back to pass 
again. He pitched to Conrad break- 
ing across the middle and the flank- 
er took the ball at the 15, spun 
away from three Steelers and 
flashed across the goal line. Bak- 
ken’s conyersion produced the 24- 
23 victory in a game that must rank 
as one of the most thrilling in Car- 
dinal history. 

The defending champion Green 
Bay Packers came to town on Octo- 
ber 20 to match their 4-1 record 
against the Cardinals’ identical 
mark. A record crowd of 32,274 
turned out, and watched the Pack- 
ers dominate the game, rolling to 
a 30-7 victory. 

Again the Cardinals bounced 
back. Before a crowd of 46,921 in 
Washington, the Big Red rode 
Johnson's pitching arm to victory. 
The slender quarterback threw for 
270 yards, including scoring strikes 
of 28 and 54 yards to Randle and 
10 yards to Conrad, in the 21-7 
triumph. 

Back at home, with an almost- 
capacity crowd of 29,342 on hand,

the Cardinals .met the Giants. 
Rookie Don Brumm recovered an 
Alex Webster fumble at the New 
York 28 on the second play of the 
game, but the Giants promptly in- 
tercepted a Johnson pass, and that 
was the last time the Cardinals were 
in the game. The great Y. A. Tittle 
completed 18 of 32 passes for 310 
yards and four touchdowns and the 
Giant defense intercepted four 
Johnson passes as the New Yorkers 
gained a 38-21 victory. 

Once more the Big Red bounced 
from defeat to victory. Johnson 
threw touchdown passes to Pare- 
more, Conrad and Randle and Bak- 
ken added a field goal as the Car- 
dinals trimmed the Redskins again, 
24-20, to run their record to 6-3. 

In Cleveland, before 75,932 fans 
at Municipal Stadium, the Cardi- 
nals then did something they hadn't 
been able to.do since 1956—beat 
the Browns. Cleveland got off to a 
fast start as Jim Brown raced 59 
yards to score the first time the 
Browns had the ball. But the Car- 
dinal defense was rugged that day, 
shackling Brown with only 95 yards 
in 21 more carries, red-dogging Jim 
Ninowski, intercepting two passes 
and. recovering three fumbles, Bak- 
ken kicked a pair of field goals and 
Johnson threw scoring strikes to 
Randle and Triplett before the 
Browns got their final points, and it 
was a 20-14 decision for the Big 
Red. A defensive high point was a 
sequence where the Browns took 
over on the Cardinal 15 after an 
interception. Brown went left for 
four yards, up the middle for three, 
then was handled by Luke Owens 
and Joe Robb for a three-yard loss 
and, with fourth and six, a Ninow- 
ski pass was incomplete. 
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Bill Triplett ground out 652 yards on 
the NFL battlegrounds. 


On to New York, and with a 
crowd of 62,992 at Yankee Stadium, 
the Big Red made it three straight 
victories with a 24-17 verdict over 
the Giants. Once more the defense 
had its glory, with two late goal- 
line stands providing the triumph. 
Coming from a 10-3 halftime de- 
ficit, the Big Red pulled ahead, 
24-17, on a pair of Johnson passes 
and a 14-yard scamper by Triplett. 

Back at home, another sellout 
crowd of 32,531 saw the Cardinals 
meet the Browns in an Eastern Di- 
vision showdown. But it wasn’t the 
Cardinals’ day. Jim Brown rushed 
for 179 yards, breaking his own one- 
season tushing record as_ the 
Browns raced to a 21-3 halftime 
lead and coasted to a 24-10 tri- 
umph. 

The Cardinals still refused to 
suffer back-to-back losses as they 
rebounded again, hanging a 38-14 
loss on the Philadelphia Eagles in 
a snowy, 20-degree day. 

With a chance for a second-place 
tie, the Big Red closed the 1963 
season on another sub-freezing day 
against the Dallas Cowboys. The 
Cardinals used a 35-yard touch- 
down run by defensive back Wil- 
son from a fake field goal and a 
field goal by Bakken to go from a 
14-14 halftime tie to a 24-14 lead, 
but the Cowboys spurted with a 
pair of touchdowns in the final 
three minutes for a 28-24 triumph, 
their first over the Big Red since 
the Cowboys came into the league. 

* * * 

Looking ahead, the Cardinals 
figure they have a fine combination 
of youth and experience for 1964. 
The veterans’ average age is only 
26.09 years, and they have an aver- 
age of 4.82 years of NFL experi- 


ence. 

Crow and Gautt, along with reg- 
ular tight end Taz Anderson, are 
expected to be fully recovered from 
the injuries that kept them out 
through 1963, and the advantage 
of a season of experience should 
help the younger players. A total 
of 11 rookies made the ball club 
last season, and all saw action. That 
list includes Jackie Smith, Bob 
Reynolds, Bob Paremore, Billy 
Gambrell and Bill (Thunder) 
Thornton on offense, and Jerry Sto- 
yall, Don Brumm, Sam Silas, Jim 
Burson, Larry Stallings and Daye 
Meggyesy on defense, Smith, Sto- 
vall and Brumm were starters‘most 
of the year and all played well. 
Brumm was honored by the St. 
Louis press-radio corps as “Rookie 
of the Year.” 

With Johnson still not at his 
peak, and with Buddy Humphrey 
pehind him, the Big Red seems 
solid at quarterback, Rookie Jack 
Ankerson, 6-4 from little Ripon, 
may be able to hang on as No. 3 
man, 

A running back group that in- 
cludes Childress, Triplett, Crow, 
Gautt, Paremore and Thornton 
will be hard to crack, and Cliff 
Stallings, a hard-hitting fullback 
from New Mexico U., is the only 
rookie running back coming to 
camp. 

Conrad, Randle and Billy Gam- 
brell are the holdover split receiv- 
ers, with Bob Johnson, a lanky 
rookie ‘from Wisconsin to join 
them. Anderson, Smith and veteran 
handyman Mal Hammack are back 
at the tight end slot with rookie 
Jake Adams of VPI rated a chance 
to break in. 

The interior offensive line, an- 
chored by Bob DeMarco at center 
and with Ken Gray and Ed Cook 
at guards and Ernie McMillan and 
Irv Goode at tackles, is solid. More 
depth is needed, and veterans John 
Wittenborn, Bob Reynolds and 
John Houser are on hand. Rookies 
include No. 2 draft choice Herschel 
Turner of Kentucky, Rik Sortun of 
Washington, Jack Mayfield of West 
Texas and George Bednar of Notre 
Dame, all guards; Len Slaby of 
Syracuse, a center; and Charles 
Walker of Duke, a tackle. 

On defense, the front four of Joe 
Robb, Don Owens, Luke Owens 


and Don Brumm also needs some’ 


second-line help. The retirement of 
Ed Henke leaves a vacancy. Sam Si- 


las impressed in a few late games 
and will get a chance to make a 
home for himself at tackle. Versa- 
tile Tom Redmond could fit in, 
too, and there are high hopes for 
the team’s No. 1 draft choice, Ken 
Kortas of Louisville at tackle. 
Giant Dick Hard, a 6-7, 290-pound- 
er from Wenatchee (Wash.) Jun- 
ior College, is another tackle can- 
didate, and Bill Clay and sixth- 
round draft choice Dick Bowman 
are end candidates. 

Six veteran linebackers return, 
with the starting trio of Marion 
Rushing, Dale Meinert and Bill 
Koman backed by reserves Larry 
Stallings, Dave Meggyesy and Gar- 
land Boyette, Willis Crenshaw anc 
Dick Dean are the rookies looking 
for linebacking berths, though the 
versatile Crenshaw also can be used 
as a defensive end, tight end or 
fullback, 

There are six veteran defensive 
backs returning, so the retirement 
of John Symank probably won't 
hurt too much, Starters Pat Fischer, 
Jerry Stovall, Larry Wilson and 
Jimmy Hill are backed by Bill 
Stacy and Jimmy Burson, plus 1963 
taxisquad man Claron (Monk) 
Bailey. The rookies are Wayne 
Crow, veteran of four years in the 
American League but the Big Red's 
eighth draft choice back in 1960, 
along with Mike Fracchia and Dave 
Hoover. Fracchia was the Cardi- 
nals’ third draft choice as a future 
a year ago and is rated as a poten- 
tial cornerback, 

Just as a year ago, the Cardinals 
signed practically all their draft 
choices and are hoping for big 
things from their rookies. 

More depth, both offensively and 
defensively, along with continued 
good health of the regulars and con- 
tinued maturity of some of the 
younger players could make the 
Cardinals a power to contend with 
in the Eastern Division in 1964. @

HE BROWNS OF 1963 were 

the first Cleveland team to 

win 10 games in a regular 

season since 1953. Their six 

straight victories opening the 

campaign also represent the 
Browns’ fastest get-away since that 
same 1953 squad clicked Off 11 in 
a pretty row. 

The sparkling 1963 performance, 
which brought second place in the 
National Football League’s Eastern 
Division to a team generally picked 
for a lower finish, also brings much 
hope and considerable optimism 
for 1964. 

But it’s an optimism tempered 
by the hard facts of competitive 
life in the rough, rugged and well- 
balanced NFL. 

As good as the Browns were last 
year, they may have to be even 
better to stay a title factor in the 
season ahead. 

No one admits this more quickly 
than Blanton Collier, a realist not 
to be back-slapped into compla- 
cency after building an exceptional 
record in his first year as Cleve- 
land’s head coach. 

Collier’s whole off-season effort 
is aimed at improvement in the ’64 
club. And based on the usually re- 
liable guides of past performance 
and physical potential, he fully ex- 


pects to get it in several areas of 
play. 

Most important would be at 
quarterback where Frank Ryan 
should continue his development 
into one of the league's premier 
passers. 

At other key positions, the 
bumps, bruises, mistakes and les- 
sons of 1963—adding up to that 
vital intangible called experience— 
should have readied a number of 
young players for increased respon- 
sibility and greater contributions. 

These would include offensive 
ends Gary Collins, John Brewer 
and Tom Hutchinson; linebackers 
Jim Houston and Mike Lucci; 
offensive tackle John Brown; de- 
fensive tackles Frank Parker and 
Jim Kanicki, and defensive half- 
back Larry Benz. 

Also being counted on for help 
are newcomers obtained through 
trading and the collegiate draft. 
Most prominent here are Dick 
Modzelewski, veteran defensive 
tackle acquired from the New York 
Giants in exchange for End Bobby 
Crespino, and draftees Paul War- 
field from Ohio State and Bifl 
Truax of Louisiana State. 

Since in football, at least, famili- 
arity between coaching staff and 
squad breeds increased efficiency 


on the field, it also figures that this 
second season under Collier will 
find the Brdéwns approaching the 
ultimate in execution of his philos- 


ophies and system. He will better ff 


know his players and their capa- 
bilities; they will know more of 
what he expects from them. The 
result should be fewer errors. 

If there is one department where 
Collier should have no need for 
aspirin, it’s the ground offense. As 7 
long as Jim Brown stays healthy, | 
that is. 

The incredible fullback, who 
continues to make the unbelieve- 
able look commonplace, smashed 
and sprinted his way for a record 
1863 yards to become the first play- 
er ever to gain more than a mile on 
the ground in a single season. 

Enroute to that “milestone,” Jim 
also became the NFL's all-time 
rushing leader with 9322 yards and 
its new record-holder in lifetime 
total offense, passing Ollie Matson 
with 11,801 yards. 

Few, in fact, are the rushing 
marks Jim hasn’t broken in his 
seven league seasons. Apparently, 
all he needs is time to shatter those 
few remaining. 

This season, enemy ground de- 
fense problems should again be 
compounded by the emergence of 


oe Fullback Jimmy Brown escapes the arm 
~ of linebacker Bill Koman and runs over 
the defense for score against St. Louis. 
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Ernie Green as a runner to be 
reckoned with. 

The versatile halfback, in his 
first full campaign as a regular, be- 
came only the eighth Brown in his- 
tory to top 500 yards in one year 
as he paired with Brown to set a 
new team rushing record. 

Quick, shifty, a solid blocker and 
a fine pass receiver, Green lacks 
only break-away speed to rate with 
the very best. 

Adequate reserve rushing strength 
should come from veterans Ken 
Webb and Charley Scales, and pos- 
sibly Leroy Kelly, an eighth draft 
choice from Morgan State. 

Despite the Browns’ proven abil- 
ity to move the ball overland, 
championship success in the NFL 
still seems to start at quarterback. 
Which leaves it up to Ryan or 
Jim Ninowski to come through 
with more than just a passing 
grade. 

A third quarterback may be kept 
under the increased player limit 
and the inside track belongs to 24 
year-old Jon Anabo of Fresno State 
who seemed worth a second look 
after a training camp trial last year. 
Anabo will get competition for the 
No. 3 berth from Bob Brodhead, 
signed as a free agent after starring 
with the Cleveland Bulldogs of the 
United Football League. 

The key figure in this quartet, 
though, appears to be Ryan, who 
started all but one of last year’s 
games and tied Otto Graham's sup- 
posedly inviolate team record of 25 
touchdown passes. 

Frank opened the season with a 
334-yard aerial day against Wash- 
ington and closed it with 310 yards 
aginst Green Bay in Miami. In be- 
tween, he was on target much more 
often than he missed. 

The scholarly Texan with the 
near-genius IQ admits he still has 
something to learn about the posi- 
tion. But he absorbed his basic les- 
sons well last year in what amount- 
ed to a “cram” course. 

As Ryan, himself, points out, 
1963 was the first time a quarter: 
back job was really his since high 
school. Through four years in col- 
lege and six with the pros, he either 
alternated or had a box seat on the 
bench. Frank personally feels he 
needed the 63 testing under com- 
bat conditions and will be better 
for it next fall. 

No passer, of course, can be much 
better than his receivers. In Ryan’s 
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Bob Gain will be at tackle for 12th 
season. 


and the Browns’ case, they'll be 
much the same as a year ago. 

But this is one of the positions 
at which Collier feels experience 
will mean improvement. Chief 
beneficiaries should be Slot End 
John Brewer, still learning the 
tricks of that trade after starting 
with the Browns as a defensive 
end; Tom Hutchinson, the club’s 
first draft pick a year ago, and 
Gary Collins, already a rising star 
who should develop to first-magni- 
tude status in the league this year. 

Gary caught 13 touchdown pas- 
ses for a Cleveland record as a 
flanker in 63 but may be switched 
to slot or split end if the coaching 
staff decides to utilize Paul War- 
field’s speed at the flank instead 
of defensive halfback. 

Ray Renfro has retired after 12 
seasons but Rich Kreitling is re- 
turning for his sixth campaign. 

Other than Warfield, the fresh 
face most likely to stick is swift 
Clifton McNeil of Grambling, back 
for a second try at training camp. 

At offensive tackle, there is more 
quality in depth with John Brown, 
a pleasant surprise last year, figur- 
ing to improve and Jim McCusker 
and Monte Clark available for the 
full season. 

McCusker, handicapped by a 
late start after his acquisition from 
the Philadelphia Eagles, was on the 
reserve list most of 1963 while 
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Galen Fiss will be solid right 
linebacker. 


Clark was sidelined with a knee in- 
jury. McCusker is a six-year veter- 
an; Clark has been around for five. 

Dick Schafrath, of course, was an 
all-pro choice who should be just 
as good again. 

John Wooten, Gene Hickerson 
and Ted Connolly make up a 
formidable trio at guard, a spot 
that was thin until Connolly caught 
up physically after a late summer 
deal with San Francisco ended his 
long holdout against the 49ers. 
Ted reported without benefit of 
pre-season training and then was 
further handicapped by a pulled 
leg muscle. 

John Morrow won a berth in the 
Pro Bowl for his work at center, 
a position he shared with 280- 
pound Frank Morze. 

Defensively, prospects for im- 
provement appear excellent al- 
though Collier and his staff have 
some questions to answer. 

The Browns of 1963 were stingy 
with points, ranking among the 
league leaders in this most impor- 
tant department. Yet, paradoxical- 
ly, they were well down the list in 
total yards and first downs allowed, 
which means too much ball control 
by the opposition. 

Collier hopes to correct this with 
a stronger, more aggressive line 
charge and more speed in the 
secondary. 

He believes the former can be 


Ernie Green at halfback needs breakaway speed, 


achieved through the acquisition 
of the rugged Modzelewski and the 
year of experience behind young- 
sters Parker and Kanicki at defen- 
sive tackle. Parker played regularly 
for the first time last year while 
the 270-pound Kanicki saw rather 
limited duty. Bob Gain, as battle- 
wise as Modzelewski, will be back 
for his 12th season at the same posi- 
tion, while Roger Shoals, an offen- 
sive tackle as a rookie, will be tried 
on defense this year. 

Both regular ends, Bill Glass and 
Paul Wiggin, look set again with 
rookie Truax, the second draft 
selection, expected to make his bid 
there. 

The linebacking should be better 
if only because Houston, once a 
defensive end, has completed his 
initiation at a strange position. 

It also seems unlikely that the 
Browns again could suffer as many 
damaging injuries at that spot as 
in 68. Among those sidelined with 
leg or knee ailments for varying 
periods were team captain Galen 
Fiss, Vince Costello, Mike Lucci, 
Sam Tidmore and rookie Tom 
Goosby. Tidmore, in fact, missed 
most of the season and had to 
undergo surgery. 

Houston, strong and smart, has 
everything needed to become one 
of the best in the NFL this year. 

Fiss seems solid on the right side 
with eight years’ experience while 


Costello has seven years of know- 
how in the middle. Both, however, 
could be pushed hard by Lucci, 
aggressive and a hard-nosed contact 
player. 

Tidmore, a fast, 240-pounder, 
and Goosby, are candidates, too, as 
is Stan Sczurek, who performed 
well on various units after being 
reactivated during the mid-year in- 
jury crisis. 

The added speed sought by 
Collier could come from three-can- 
didates: Warfield, picked No. 1 in 
the draft; Jim Shorter and Walter 
Beach. 

Beach, on the roster for the final 
three games last year, showed prom- 
ise as a solid tackler with good 
reactions and a sprinter’s quick- 
ness. Shorter, used primarily on 
punt returns til now, also has track 
credentials as does Warfield. 

An interesting duel is expected 
to develop for the placekicking job 
which has almost come to be re- 
garded as Lou Groza’s private 
property. Back for his 18th season, 
Lou faces a serious challenge from 
a fellow Ohio Stater, Dick Van 
Raaphorst. The rookie broke all 
the Big Ten records in his specialty 
but Groza kicked 15 field goals last 
fall to add to his lead as the NFL's 
all-time scoring leader.

OOKING TO 1964 OFFEN- 
SIVELY, Redskin Coach Bill 
McPeak quickly points to the 
off-season trade that brought 
to Washington veteran quar- 
terback Sonny Jurgensen. 

“The acquisition of Jurgensen 
as our quarterback, whom we feel 
has already ‘arrived,’ gives us the 
type field general who can take 
the team to a winning season, pro- 
vided that his supporting cast is 
adequate,” McPeak said. 

McPeak considers Jurgensen, the 
former all-pro quarterback with 
the Philadelphia Eagles, as fine a 
passer as there is in pro football 
with perhaps the quickest delivery 
in the game. Jurgensen, who set 
four passing records while with the 
Eagles and one league mark for 
the most yards passing in one seéa- 
son, is “an aggressive football play- 
er who possesses the type leadership 
you must have in order to enhance 
your chances of winning,” McPeak

added. 

Up front, McPeak considers the 
offensive line to be the equal of 
any in the Eastern Division. The 
hard corps of Riley Mattson, Vince 
Promuto, Fred Hageman, John 
Nisby, and Fran O’Brien will be 
playing as a unit for the third con- 
secutive year. This fivesome should 
reach maximum coordination and 
efficiency this year. McPeak thinks 
they are as good a group of pass 
protectors as there is and that Jur- 
gensen will benefit by playing be- 
hind this group. Promuto was se- 
lected for the Pro-Bowl game last 
year and Nisby in the all-star game 
the year before. 

As far as pass receiving is con- 
cerned, the Redskins can once 
again look to another record sea- 
son from their brilliant flanker, 
Bobby Mitchell. McPeak expects 
his all-pro and excellent pass re- 
ceiver to have another outstanding 
year just as he has had his two 
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years with the Redskins. But in 
1964, the cast for pro football’s 
most exciting aerial combination 
will be Jurgensen to Mitchell. 

In his first year with the Red- 
skins, 1962, and playing the flanker 
position as a new spot for him af- 
ter five years a running halfback 
with Cleveland, Mitchell led the 
NFL in pass receptions with 72. 
Last season, he caught 69 passes 
for 1436 yards, runnerup to the 
Cardinals’ Bobby Joe Conrad who 
caught 73. The 1463 yards was the 
league high in yardage, a title he 
won also in 1962 with his pass 
reception title. Mitchell is the big 
man in the Redskins ‘pass offense, 
and is the main reason for the op- 
ponents laboring over defenses to 
stop him. 

Mitchell will be backed up by 
sprinter Frank Budd. The world 
record holder for the 100-yard dash, 
9.2 seconds, made a tremendous im- 
pression as a receiver since he came 
to the Redskin training camp last 
summer. Budd concentrated on 
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just catching the football, espe- 
cially the short passes, and came 
through with some fine catches 
during the season. 

McPeak expects Pat Richter, the 
Wisconsin all-America and 1963 
number one draft choice, to blos- 
som considerably this year, Richter 
went through the tough first year 
transition from his familiar col- 
legiate role as an open end to the 
closed end for the Redskins, a very 
difficult change. He showed steady 
improvement as the season went 
along and big things are expected 
of the fine receiver this season. 

Richter is backed up by former 
Giant Jim Collier and rookie Russ 
Brown, number six draft choice 
from Florida, a fine prospect. 

With the retirement of split end 
Bill Anderson, McPeak will be 
looking for an additional good 
outside receiver to go along with 
Fred Dugan. In rookie Paul 
Krause, the second draft choice 
from Iowa, the Redskins have an 
outstanding pro prospect. Krause, 


with fine speed and good hands, 
could do the job and fill this spot, 
but McPeak drafted him to play 
defense. At this point, it is. hard to 
tell whether he will play safety or 
the outside end, depending on what 
can be done in the trading mart 
in an effort to get a veteran re- 
ceiver. Krause was a star player in 
both the East-West Shrine game and 
the Senior Bowl. 

The Redskins running backs 
will feature the return of veterans 
Billy Ray Barnes at halfback and 
Don Bosseler, fullback. They will 
be helped by Tom Tracy, whom 
McPeak feels has a lot of good foot- 
ball left, and the veteran J. W. 
Lockett obtained from the Balti- 
more Colts in an Off-season trade. 
Additional help could come from 
Dave Francis, a rookie of 1963 who 
was hampered by injuries and 
rookie Gene Donaldson, a 220- 
pounder from Purdue. 

The sparkplug of the backs, 
however, is expected to be Charley 
Taylor, the Redskins first draft 
choice from Arizona State. It is 
hoped that the 6-214”, 215-pound 
bruising runner will become one of 
the truly fine big backs to come out 
of college football in the last five 
years. It will be up to Taylor for 
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McPeak’s dependence on a vast 
improvement in the running game. 

Taylor was a standout player in 
the East-West Shrine game and 
the Hula Bowl game. It was in the 
East-West game that he displayed 
magnificence as a defensive player 
also. 

At quarterback, backing up 
Jurgensen is the veteran George 
Izo and rookie Dick Shiner, the 
star quarterback from Maryland 
and the Redskins seventh draft 
choice. McPeak thinks he has come 
up with a truly great find in Shi- 
ner who set numerous Maryland 
and Atlantic Coast Conference 
passing records while playing for 
the Terrapins. 

All in all, the passing game will 
be at least as good as last year, and 
there should be that long awaited 
improvement in the running game 
with the addition of Taylor. All 
the backs also are good pass re- 
ceivers. 

THE DEFENSE 

Defensively, the Redskins always 


have had a strong front four. This 
year, McPeak says, “it will be 
tougher,” 

John Paluck enjoyed his great- 
est year as a pro end and should be 
all-pro status in 1964, He teams 
with tackle Joe Rutgens who for 
two consecutive years has led the 
Redskin team in total tackles. This 
pair leads the defensive line. 

Defensive captain, tackle Bob 
Toneff still has plenty of football 
left in him as he begins his 12th 
season in the NFL. McPeak lauds 
a fine newcomer to take over the 
other defensive end spot, Ron Sni- 
dow, starting his second season. 
McPeak said that it was Snidow’s 
outstanding capabilities and poten- 
tial that enabled him to part with 
veteran end Andy Stynchula. 

Backing up this group is the 
6’-8” giant Ben Davidson who was 
just really reaching the maturation 
stage at the close of last season. 
Davidson, along with the outstand- 
ing rookie from Missouri George 
Seals, obtained from the Giants, 
gives the Redskins better quality 
and depth in the defensive line. 

Linebacking has been a problem 
for McPeak the past three years, 
due partly to a rash of injuries 
which never enabled the Redskins 
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to get a consistent unit working as 
a trio at the same time. 

All-Pro Sam Huff's acquisition 
from the Giants is a great step in 
making the linebacking a great 
deal better. “Huff is not only a 
great middle linebacker, but he 
also possesses great leadership qual- 
ities which will help us so much de- 
fensively,” McPeak said. e

ag OU CAN HAVE A 
GREAT OFFENSE, an 
offense that can score a 
lot of points... but you 
are wasting a lot of time, 
if you have no defense 
to go along with it. You just gotta 
end up in trouble.” 

The speaker was Buddy Parker, 
head coach of the Pittsburgh Steel- 
ers and considered by more than 
a few football authorities as one of 
the best offensive coaches in the 
land. 

At the time, he was answering 
an interviewer's questions on foot- 
ball in general but, at the same 
time, he undoubtedly was putting 
his finger on the Steelers’ principal 
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problem for 1964. 

The Steelers came close to win- 
ning the Eastern Division of the 
National Football League last 
year. Lost everything in the final 
two-and-one-half hours of the sea- 
son when the New York Giants, the 
eventual winners, beat them in the 
last game of the year. 

Long before that loss, however, 
the Steelers defensive unit, plagued 
by both age and injury, started to 
break down. From the team that 
opened the season by shutting out 
the Giants, 31 to O—first Giant 
shutout in ten seasons—the Steelers 
slowly began to fall apart defen- 
sively and only a couple of Hair- 
breadth Harry finishes enabled 


them to win a couple of important 
games late in the year. 

What do the Steelers need to 
improve over last year? 

1. Some defensive help, particu- 
larly on the forward wall. 

2. Some adequate backup help 
for the quarterback Ed Brown. 
Brown carried the entire load last 
year and will.do so again this year. 
But behind Brown are two untried 
youngsters—Bill Nelsen and Terry 
Nofsinger—one of these two must 
develop, just in case. 

3. A speedy back who can give 
the team the necessary outside 
threat that makes the running game 
doubly dangerous. Presently, the

explosive running attack. 

At the end of last season, Parker 
engineered what must be the most 
controversial trade in the National 
Football League. He sent Buddy 
Dial, an outstanding receiver, to 
the Dallas Cowboys for the rights 
‘to Scott Appleton, a raw-boned 
lineman from the University of 
Texas. Appleton, after long nego- 
tiations, decided not to play in the 
NFL. 

The end result of these negotia- 
tions was a great disappointment 
to the coach and the Pittsburgh 
fans, but Parker continues to main- 
tain Dial was expendable for a 
couple af reasons: 

1. The development of Gary Ball- 
man, a second-year man who came 
on “like gangbusters” last year. 

2. The signing of his two top 
draft choices—Paul Martha of Pitt 
and Jim Kelly of Notre Dame— 
both fine receivers. 

In addition, he has such proven 
players as Red Mack and Roy 
Curry, who proyed adequate re- 
placements for Dial, even though 
they saw limited action. 

No coach is ever satisfied with 
his entire squad and Parker is no 
exception. But if pressed, he pro- 
bably would admit that his offen- 
sive unit, as it now stands, could 
win the championship. 

Vastly underrated, or at least 
not highly publicized, is the Steeler 
offensive line anchored by such 
stars as tackles Dan James and 
Charley Bradshaw, guards Ray Le- 
mek and Mike Sandusky and cen- 
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Preston Carpenter will be 
on the receiving end... .

ter Buzz Nutter. This line enabled 
the Steelers running attack to total 
2133 yards as compared to 2777 in 
passing. 

The feat becomes all the more re- 
markable when it is considered 
that the two best backs—fullback 
John Henry Johnson and halfback 
Dick Hoak—both spent at least 
four or more games each on the 
bench nursing injuries. 

This running gives the Steelers 
good offensive balance and makes 
Brown a much greater passing 
threat. 

The offensive line, the key to 
the Steeler offense, should return in 
full and should be supplemented 
by some youngsters just finishing 
their collegiate eligibility. 

Off last year’s record, plus Park- 
er’s coaching ability, the Steelers 
must be placed in contention in 
the Eastern Division of the NFL. 
For their troubles seemingly are 
most team’s troubles in the East. 

Almost every team has some 
question marks defensively, the de- 
gree of this condition will not be 
known until the teams go into camp 
in late July. 

Until then, all coaches have both

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A LOOK AT 1964 PROSPECTS 
BY TOM LANDRY, 
HEADCOACH 


HE DALLAS COWBOYS have 
several reasons for optimism 

as we enter our fifth season in 

the National Football League. 
Among the brighter aspects 

of the 1964 season are the ac- 
quisitions of Buddy Dial and Tommy 
McDonald, the rapid development 
of Don Meredith in the last half of 
last season, a group of high quality 
rookies and the fact that our defen- 
sive team has gained the experience 
necessary to mold it into a solid unit. 

We still have problems, of course, 
but none that can’t be overcome, The 
Cowboys lost ten games last season 
after a successful pre-season that 
generated high hopes. But we did 
improve steadily after losing our first 
four games. The fact that six losses 
were by margins between three and 
seven points gives me confidence that 
we can be among the Eastern Con- 
ference contenders this Fall, 

Just as last year, defense is our 
main concern. This will be the third 
season our current defensive group 
has worked together; this is the point 
in time where a defense starts work- 
ing together well enough to reach 
its potential. We made several per- 
sonnel changes after our poor 1963 
start. Bob Lilly moved from end to 
tackle and showed the potential to 
develop into one of the best at that 
position. George Andrie should de- 
velop more rapidly than last year, 
when an elbow dislocation kept him 
out of the first three games. Larry 
Stephens, who took over at end when 
Lilly moved to tackle, should be im- 


The linebacking situation is encour- 
aging. Lee Roy Jordan did a fine 
job as a rookie before he was hurt 
in mid-season and veterans Chuck 
Howley and ferry Tubbs were 
steady, We were also encouraged by 


~ the work of Harold Hays and Dave 


Edwards after Jordan’s injury. 
We feel we're in good shape in 
three of the four secondary posi- 
tions. Cornell Green showed re- 
markable improvement last season, 
Mike Gaechter’s speed and range 
made him a natural off-safety and 
Don Bishop, who played much of 
last season on a bad knee, should be 
stronger after an operation during 
the Winter. Jerry Overton suffered 
a bad leg fracture in a skiing accident 
in March and may not be ready. 
Either one of two rookies, Perry Lee 


Dunn of Mississippi or Mel Renfro 
of Oregon, could handle the on-safe- 


“ty. Renfro is one of the most versa- 


tile athletes we've ever taken to camp 
and we're planning to use him as 
either a running back or a flanker, 
but he’s also a top defensive prospect. 
Renlro and the other rookies rep- 
resent what I think will be our 
finest rookie crop to date. Last year 
was the first time we had 20 draft 
choices, since we had traded away 
several in previous seasons, and we 
acquired top-quality prospects in 
Renfro, Dunn, Billy Lothridge and 
others. Add McDonald, Dial and 
Whaley Hall, whom we drafted a 
year ago, and the Cowboys have an 
exceptional group of newcomers.

tion of Dial from Pittsburgh and Mc- 
Donald from Philadelphia. We think 
we now have one of the strongest 
sroups of receivers, if not the strong- 
est, in the NFL. Meredith took over 
as quarterback last year and his de- 
velopment substantiated the feeling 
that he could be one of pro football’s 
greats. We feel that we can overcome 
the loss by retirement of veterans 
Eddie LaBaron and Bill Howton, 
with Sonny Gibbs getting an oppor- 
tunity to play this season. However, 
I think our strong crop of receivers 
will help our running game as much 
as our passing game. We expect 
Amos Marsh to regain his 1962 form, 
when he ranked seventh among NFL 
rushers, and we expect Don Perkins 


to be fully recovered from the in- 
juries that caused him to either miss 
or play sparingly in half our 1963 
games. Renfro, Amos Bullocks and 
Jim Stiger also give us ‘plenty of 
depth here. 

In the trade for McDonald we 
gave up kicker Sam Baker and guard 
Lynn Hoyem. We're looking for 
Lothridge to fill our kicking needs, 
but we do have a depth problem in 
the offensive line. Hall and Don Tal- 
bert, due to be released from the 
Army in time for the 1964 season, 
may ease the situation there, Jim 
Ray Smith will move to tackle. He 
and guard Joe Bob Isbell were in- 
jured in mid-season last year, but 
both recovered well after operations. 


Raymond Schoenke could also help 
the line as our second center behind 
Mike Connelly and as a guard. 

The offense has the potential to 
equal or better our 1962 record when 
we were second in the League in 
points, touchdowns and _ offensive 
yardage. Lack of depth could hurt 
us on offense, but that’s true with 
most teams, 

Things look better than they ever 
have for the Dallas Cowboys. 
Whether that’s good enough for a 
high finish depends primarily on our 
defense, And, in repetition, most of 
our defensive players enter their 
third season as a unit—a season in 
which they'll have to reach their 
potential.

For the first time since 1957, 


Sonny Jurgensen will not be listed 
among the Eagles’ QB’s. Sonny was 
traded to Washington for Norman 
Snead who will be the Birds’ num- 
ber one signal caller backed up by 
veteran King Hill and top-flight 
rookie Jack Concannon, Boston 
College. 

“After a careful analysis of our 
quarterback situation,” says Kuha- 
rich, “we felt a trade of this sta- 
ture (Snead for Jurgensen) would 
be for the best in regard to our 
football plans for the next four 
years or more. 

“We have a high regard for both 
quarterbacks and I know that 
Snead’s record over the three years 
is impressive enough to indicate a 
very bright future for him. We 
gave up a quarterback of more ex- 
perience but in a thorough study 
of the Eagles’ overall picture, it is 
our opinion that a trade of this 
nature is practical in all phases of 
our plans.” 

Snead, at 24, is just coming into 
his own, according to Kuharich. 


The big fellow, 6/4”, 215, has a 
three-year record of 531 comple- 
tions out of 1,092 attempts for 
8,306 yards and 46 touchdowns. He 
also likes to run with the ball, 
scoring eight times through the 
line. 

Snead made the big jump from 
college (Wake Forest) to the pros 
like no other QB in history. He 
started all games as a raw rookie in 
‘61, setting all-time rookie passing 
records. 

The six-year veteran King Hill 
stepped into the breach last year 
when Jurgensen broke a shoulder 
and went all the way in six games. 
Rookie Concannon, 63”, 200, num- 
ber two choice for 1963, comes to 
the pros with top-rated credentials 
and considerable recommendations 
as a passer and runner. 

“Concannon,” says Kuharich, 
“will be given thorough trial at 
QB, of course, for it looks as if he 
has the equipment to make it. But 
we also intend to give him a shot 
at running back since he has good 
speed and is well set up.” 

Pete Retzlaff, tight end, and Ron 
Goodwin, split end, will in Ku- 
harich’s opinion, match any two 
in the league as pass receivers. 

“Nobody runs patterns any bet- 
ter than Retzlaff,” says Kuharich, 
Nor does Pete take a back step to 
any blocker. He is the ideal tight 
end in size, ability, speed and team 
spirit.” 

The coach also is high on Good- 
win, 1963 Rookie, from what he 
has seen on the films. Although 
missing the first four league games 
because of an appendectomy on 
the eve of the 1963 opener, Good- 
win came on strong, catching 15 
for 215 yards and four touch- 
downs. He has the speed and cley- 
erness of a Tommy McDonald—he 
is built like McDonald but lacks 
experience. ®

Key ingredient in the Bears’ 
success was a tremendous defense 
which permitted only 144 points 
in 14 games, slightly more than 10 
points per Sunday. 

The Bears’ defense permitted a 
League low of only 3,176 yards. 
Their separate rushing (1,442) and 
passing (1,734) defensive statistics 
also topped the N.F.L. 

Offensively, the Bears tallied 301 
points and rolled up 4,172 yards. 
They tied Baltimore for fourth 
place in total first downs with 257, 
behind New York, 278; Pittsburgh, 
272; and Green Bay, 258. The of- 


fensive unit made few mistakes, 
controlled the ball effectively, and 
accumulated first downs even when 
touchdowns were scarce. 

Here's how Coach George Halas 
reviewed the Bears’ 1963 success 
story: 

“An analysis of the ’63 race re- 
veals two factors which are not 
new but which sometimes are over- 
looked in appraising a Champion- 
ship season. 

“A Championship team must be 
good—and lucky. 

“A Championship team doesn’t 
beat itself by making mistakes. 

“Let’s examine the mistake fac- 
tor for a moment. The worst mis-

take a team can make is to lose the 
ball—by fumble or interception, In- 
variably, a fumble or interception 
gives your opponent a touchdown 
or field goal opportunity. 

“Conversely, the most positive 
factor (next to scoring) is to take 
the ball away from your opponent 
by interception or recovering a 
fumble. 

“In 14 League games, the Bears 
made only 25 ball-losing mistakes— 
14 interceptions and 11 fumbles. 
But the Bears capitalized on op- 
ponents’ mistakes 54 times—inter- 
cepting 36 passes and recovering 18 
enemy fumbles. Our ratio ball re- 
coveries over ball losses was a plus

“Only two other teams had sub- 
stantial plus ratios, the New York 
Giants (plus 16) and the Pitts- 
burgh Steelers (plus 11). Signifi- 
cantly, the Giants and Steelers fin- 
ished one-two in the Eastern Divi- 
sion, 

“Actually, the Bears gained pos- 
session of the ball an extra 29 times 
by minimizing their mistakes and 
capitalizing on enemy miscues. 
That averages two extra attacking 
opportunities per game; even when 
we failed to convert these oppor- 
tunities into points, we benefited 
from an extra chance to punt. Our 
punter, Bobby Joe Green, averaged 


over 45 yards, so those extra oppor- 
tunities meant upwards of 100 
yards per game to us. 

“In addition to taking the ball 
away from the opposition 54 times 
on interceptions and fumble recoy- 
eries, our defense topped the N.F.L. 
in these statistical departments: 
yielding fewest points, 144; fewest 
total yards, 3176; rushing yardage, 
1442; passing yardage, 1734; lowest 
average rush, 3.5 yards; fewest com- 
pleted passes, 164; lowest comple- 
tion percentage, 46.5; most inter- 
ceptions, 36; fewest touchdowns, 
18; and fewest rushing touchdowns, 
8.

topping the League in 10 defensive 
categories—reflected the success of 
a major revision of our defensive 
strategy undertaken at the start 
of the '62 campaign. 

“For several seasons prior to '62, 
the Bears employed a gambling de- 
fense, stressing stunting linemen, 
red-dogging linebackers and man- 
for-man pass coverage, This put 
maximum pressure on the passer 
and frequently yielded spectacular 
results. However, when the block- 
ers stopped our crashing lineback- 
ers, the receivers outmaneuvered 
our defensive backs and the results 
often were disastrous rather than 
spectacular, 

“Consequently, we began to mod- 
ify the assignments of our deep 
backs and linebackers in '62. No 
longer did the linebackers rush on 
virtually every play. Instead, they 
often moved backwards to help 
with the pass coverage. 

“This altered strategy greatly in- 
creased our efficiency against passes. 
We permitted the lowest percent- 
age of completions in the League 
(46.8). However, our defense 
against running was not satisfac- 
tory. We ranked 13th with a 4.7 
yard average. 

“During the winter of ‘63, our 
staff worked incessantly, coordinat- 
ing the actions of our four rushing 
linemen with the three linebackers 
and four defensive backs, Our ob- 
ject was to make everything simple, 
and to minimize the possibilities of 
mental lapses. 

“The success of this concept can 
be gauged by our defensive team's 
achievement in topping the League 
against both passing and running. 

“Earlier, I said a Championship 
team must be good—and lucky. 
Certainly, the Bears enjoyed a full 
quota of luck—particularly in 
avoiding injuries. Sure, we had our 
share of injuries, but we were not 
particularly hard hit at any one 
time at any one position. 

“When we lost defensive ends 
Ed O’Bradovich and Maury You- 
mans before the season opened, 
tackle Bob Kilcullen took over at 
right end and turned in a fine per- 
formance through the first half of 
the season. Then, when O’Brado- 
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Chicago Bears back Ron Bull tears away from New York Giants Tom Scott and races 20 yards to Giants 3-yard line. Robustelli 
hits him and Bull fumbles. Bear end Mike Ditka chases loose ball and snags it in the end zone, after losing shoe. 


vich returned and tackle Earl Leg- 
gett was injured, Kilcullen was 
available to help fill the hole at 
tackle. 

“Similarly, offensive halfback 
Ronnie Bull carried the brunt of 
our running game for the first five 
games while Willie Galimore was 
nursing knee injuries. But, Gali- 
more regained top running form 
just before Bull was hurt at mid- 
season; and we had both Bull and 
Galimore in shape for the stretch 
drive. 

“It all added up to a winning 
prescription; good personnel and 
good luck. And a minimum of mis- 
takes,” 

1964 Preview 
The Bears hope to escape in- 


juries and open the ’64 campaign 
with their outstanding defensive 
team virtually intact. 

There will be changes offensive- 
ly designed to improve the passing 
attack and strengthen the punt and 
kick-off return departments. 

Key man in Coach George Halas’ 
plans for adding touchdown punch 
to the Bears’ attack may be rookie 
end Bill Martin of Georgia Tech. 
drafted No. 2 and already signed. 
Martin is a big, rugged receiver. 

“At six-five and 240, Martin is 
big and fast enough to play either at 
spread or closed end,” Halas com- 
ments. ‘“He’s a Ditka-type and 
could give us more punch and ver- 
satility in our attack.” 

The Bears also moved quickly to 


sign their No. 1 draft pick, offens- 
ive tackle Dick Evey of Tennessee, 
and No..8, quarterback Larry Rake- 
straw of Georgia. 

Rakestraw is regarded as a fine 
future prospect who will have an 
opportunity to break in behind Bill 
Wade and Rudy Bukich. 

Wade enjoyed another excellent 
season in ’63, completing 53.9 per- 
cent of his passes. Of Wade, Halas 
notes: 

“Bill helped our ball-control 
type of offense immeasurably by 
cutting his interceptions from 24 
in ’62 to only 12 last year. Bill’s a 
strong runner and was seldom 
trapped. We lost only 177 yards at- 
tempting passes to lead the League. 

“Wade ran the ‘sneak’ extrem-

ely well and his six touchdowns by 
rushing topped our Club—a signi- 
ficant but largely overlooked statis- 
tic, Bill sneaked for both our TDs 
in the Championship playoff.” 

Looking ahead to ’64, Halas com- 
ments: 

“Our passing should be solid 
with Wade and Bukich throwing 
to a fine corps of receivers. Mike 
Ditka at tight end and Johnny 
Morris at right flanker are our 
prime targets. Ditka caught 59 for 
794 yards, and Morris grabbed 47 
for 705 yards last season. 

“A third standout receiver at 
spread end would give us better 
balance and make Ditka and Mor- 
ris even more effective. Martin may 
be our man. We also have two ca- 
pable returning veterans in John 
Farrington and Angelo Coia. 

“Our running attack improved 
last year and had moments of real 
power—particularly in the second 
Green Bay game—but injuries held 
us back, 

“Halfback Ronnie Bull carried 
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our running attack in the early 
games, and Ronnie finished strong 
after a series of mishaps slowed him 
down at midseason. 

“Halfback Willie Galimore start- 
ed slowly—shaking off effects of op- 
erations to both knees—but finished 
in great style. Willie still has a 
lot of running ahead of him. 

“Our fullback situation was in 
good shape with Rick Casares and 
Joe Marconi alternating until Ca- 
sares went out' with a leg injury in 
mid November. Both will be back 
in action in 64, and Charlie Bivins 
may also help us.” 

Turning to the defense, Halas 
said; 

“Tackle Earl Leggett was having 
his greatest season until a locked 
knee put him on the bench with 


‘two games to go. We expect him 


to be back—better than ever. 
“John Johnson played very well 
as a rookie replacement tackle in 
’63 and could earn a starting job 
this fall. 
“End Doug Atkins was simply 


tremendous rushing the passer with 
lots of help from Bob Kilcullen 
and Ed O’Bradovich. We're in 
good shape at. end. Probably, 
Maury Youmans—injured through- 
out ’63—will be back. If he regains 
form, Kilcullen could be spared for 
tackle or linebacker assignments. 

“Our linebackers—Joe Fortuna- 
to, Bill George and Larry Morris— 
were the finest combination in foot- 
ball last year, backed up by Tom 
Bettis and Roger Leclerc. 

“We also benefited from the 
great performances turned in by 
our corner backs—Bennie McRae 
and Dave Whitsell—and our safe- 
ties, Richie Petitbon and Roose- 
velt Taylor. 

“As a group, they intercepted a 
total of 29 passes. Taylor tied for 
the League leadership with nine, 
Petitbon had eight, and McRae 
and Whitsell six each. 

“With all four back for 64, our 
pass defense never has been in bet- 
ter shape. 

“Petitbon raised his five year in- 
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terception total to 24 to usurp 
the Bears’-all-time team record of 
22 by Don Kindt in nine seasons, 
1947—54. 

“Taylor set a new single season 
all-time Bear record when his nine 
interceptions eclipsed the record of 
eight interceptions held jointly by 
Bulldog Turner (1942) and John- 
ny Lujack (1948).” 

1964 Rookie Prospects 

News on signed Bears’ rookies for 
1964 will be sketchy until end of 
spring since many senior prospects 
will not be free to sign until gra- 
duation. However, the Bears have 
signed three top draftees to date: 
Offensive Tackle Dick Evey, Ten- 
nessee, No, 1; Offensive End Bill 
Martin, Georgia Tech, No. 2; and 
quarterback Larry Rakestraw, No. 
8. Here are brief rundowns on~ 
signed rookies: 

Tackle Dick Evey of Tennessee 
is 22 years old,'6-2, 225, lives in 
Springfield, O. Made all-SEC as a 
sophomore and rated by Bear 
scouts as tremendous prospect. Can 
play offense or defense. Very strong 
physically. Broke Tennessee record 
for shot put. Drafted No. 1. 

End Billy Martin of Georgia 
Tech is 21, 64%, 240, lives in 
Gainesville, Ga. Grew up with 
quarterback Billy Lothridge (Geor- 
gia Tech’s All-American) and they 
played on same teams together from 
fifth grade through high school and 
college. Great receiver and strong 
blocker, averaging over 90 percent 
on blocking assignments. Drafted 
No. 2, and probably will be spotted 
at left end in Bears’ attack. Caught 
56 passes for 777 yards in three sea- 
sons at Georgia Tech. 

Quarterback Larry Rakestraw of 
Georgia is 21, 6-2, 195, lives in At- 
lanta, Ga. Rakestraw topped SEC 
passers in completions and total 
yardage in 63 with 103 of 209 for 
1297 yards and 7 TDs. His three 
year record totaled 249 ®

TRESSING QUALITY over 
quantity, the Baltimore Colts 
have thus far signed a dozen 
newcomers for 1964 duty. In- 
cluded among the incoming 
group are four draft picks 

from previous years, seven from 
last December's selections and free 
agent Bob Gaiters, a stubby, 210- 
pound running back who's had two 
seasons’ experience with New York 
and one with San Francisco. 
From halfbacks Marv, Woodson 
and Tony Lorick, plucked first and 
second, respectively, for ‘64, the 
Colts could come up with that 
combination outside speed-inside 
power ball-carrying threat that 
they've long been seeking. Both 
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possess high class college creden- 
tials, 

The 6/0”, 195-pound Woodson 
led all of his Indiana mates. by 
rushing for 540 yards as a junior. 
He also set a school record by re- 
turning 16 kickoffs for 418 yards 
and caught 15 passes for 200 yards. 
As a senior he suffered a third- 
game knee injury that sidelined 
him for the rest of the season. In 
a brilliant 1963 performance, wit- 
nessed by Colts scouts, he dashed 
92 yards with an intercepted aerial 
to tally the touchdown that sank 
Purdue, 12-7. Indeed, if Baltimore’s 
offensive backfield situation be- 
comes overcrowded Woodson could 
be given a thorough trial in the

defensive secondary. 

All of the reports on Lorick 
have been enthusiastic, As nifty a 
ball-packer as he appears to be, he 
may turn out to be an eyen better 
blocker. And those types aren’t 
plentiful. A third team All-Ameri- 
can choice last autumn, the 6/1”, 
203 pound Arizona State terror had 
a phenomenal 1963 campaign— 
netting 7.7 yards per haul from 
scrimmage for a total of 805 yards, 
scoring nine touchdowns, return- 
ing five kickoffs for 151 yards and 
even finding time to lead his team 
with four pass interceptions—good 
for 107 yards. As a punter he toed 
the ball on five occasions and aver- 
aged 54 yards per shot. Currently 
labeled to vie for the Colts’ left 
halfback post, Tony will be 
watched, carefully and tried often 
in training camp. 

Also available to bolster a Bal- 
timore ground attack that gained 
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aging 16 yards per catch and doing it with a dislocated shoulder. 


increasing momentum down the 
63 stretch will be Herm McKee, a 
6-3, 212-pound fullback, and Kern 
Carson, a 6-1, 205-pound halfback. 
The mercurial McKee, who sprint- 
ed a 9.5 hundred last spring, was 
drafted 20th in 1962 and still had 
a year of eligibility remaining at 
Washington State. The 25-year-old 
Army vet has decided, however, to 
delay his pro debut no longer. Car- 
son was also selected as a future, 
17th in 1963. In his last two years 
at San Diego State he rushed for 
1,351 yards while averaging more 
than five yards per trip. He crossed 
the goal line 1] times last season. 

A San Diego teammate of Car- 
son’s, Neal Petties, a 6-2, 198-pound 
end, is another collegiate offensive 
ace due to the scene. Selected 14th 
in 1963, Petties went on to achieve 
second team Little All-American 
distinction last fall as he grabbed 
22 aerials for 465 yards. 


The list of freshmen linemen is 
headed by Georgia Tech’s Ted Da- 
vis. The Colts’ fourth pick for this 
year, the 6-1, 225-pound Davis is 
now ticketed for a line-backing 
post. Tough Ted was a regular for 
all three varsity campaigns at Tech 
and was regarded as a top-notch 
offensive end as well as his team’s 
best defender. He withdrew from 
the Tech squad after a fifth game 
on-the-field altercation last autumn. 

There’s little doubt that the 
Colts’ youth drive, which netted 
eight rookies in 1963, will acquire 
some more yaluable new parts in 
1964. 

Coach Shula Speaks 

At this very early date I'd have 
to say that the Colts’ prospects 
look better than they did a year 
ago ofter I'd just taken over the 
club. There are, of course, a num- 
ber of reasons for the improved 
outlook—not the least of which was

the progress made by last season’s 
rookies, Before the season had end- 
ed four of the eight first year men 
we were carrying were starting and 
doing very well. The development 
of these newcomers, plus that of 
the previously inexperienced Jerry 
Hill at fullback, and the resur- 
gence of quarterback John Unitas 
and end Raymond Berry down the 
stretch would have to be highlights 
of 1963. The defense was not as 
effective as we'd hoped and the im- 
pending loss of perennial All-Pro 
Gino Marchetti isn’t going to help 
matters any. There may be prob- 
lems. 

Naturally, we would have liked 
to have finished better than 8-6 but 
after that shaky 3-5 take-off against 
the league’s top dogs I think the 
squad came on strong—never let- 
ting up, although they had no 
chance for the Western Conference 
title, or even second place. I’m 


looking for that same winning spir- 
it to carry over to next season. 

In addition to tackle Bob Vogel 
and tight end John Mackey on of- 
fense and tackle Fred Miller and 
safetyman Jerry Logan on defense 
—all 1963 starters as rookies—we 
also consider flanker Willie Rich- 
ardson, quarterback Gary Cuozzo, 
tight end Butch Wilson and line- 
backer Butch Maples as having 
starting potential. They were all 
freshmen last year. A couple of 
them could break into the regular 
lineup before the opening of the 
1964 league schedule, while several 
others could be used to relieve 
number one men without hurting 
our cause. 

Richardson, for example, showed 
plenty of promise while working 
three league gamés for the injured 
Jimmy Orr last fall. And Cuozzo 
never failed to impress in the daily 
practice sessions with his poise and

confidence. Both these boys will see 
a lot of pre-season action next sum- 
mer and thereafter should be ready 
for any emergency. The same ap- 
plies to Maples, a fine pre-season 
linebacker, who had a knee torn 
up early in a kickoff return. Al- 
though the damage was severe we 
have reason to believe that Butch 
will now be fit to fight for a first 
string job. 

Berry never ceases to amaze me. 
He drove us daffy trying to dream 
up defenses against him at Detroit. 
Now I really appreciate his value. 
He only played 8-4 games last fall, 
due to that dislocated shoulder, but 
he still caught 44 passes and aver- 
aged 16 yards per catch. Not bad 
for a guy who'd almost been aban- 
doned as a long distance threat.

deep receptions he simply outbat- 
tled defenders for the football. 
Don't overlook Lenny Moore for 
1964, either. We held him out of 
the last five games, in 1963 so as not 


to risk further physical damage af- — 


ter he'd suffered the head injury 
against Detroit. Lenny figures to 
be ready to go full tilt next season 
—as a runner and receiver. 

Our often criticized ground game 
came alive last season also, thanks 
to Hill and Tom Matte, who 
rushed for 981 yards between them, 
averaging 4.2 yards per trip. Their 
fine showing permitted us to 
achieve greater balance in’ our at- 
tack as we wound up passing on 
only 37 more plays than we ran, 
433 to 396.

rushed 38 more times than we did 
and we both averaged 4.1 per shot. 
We remain, though, primarily a 
passing team. That’s how we make 
our big yardage. 

Hill and Matte can’t afford to 
slip this year, because in Marv 
Woodson and Tony Lorick we have 
a couple of hotshot rookies who'll 
be pressing hard for starting assign- 
ments. Kern Carson is another new- 
comer who might be a real sleeper 
in the backfield setup. Linebacker 
Ted Davis is still another one of a 
flock of rookies who could make 
their presence felt in a hurry, 

There’s no great cause for con- 
cern on the offensive line where 
four old pros—guards Jim Parker 
and Alex Sandusky, tackle George 
Preas and eenter Dick Szymanski— 
all had pretty good years in 1963. 


For Preas it was a comeback of 
sorts, while Parker became ac- 
climated at guard in his second full 
season at the position. 

There’s no doubt that we still 
need bolstering at certain positions 
before we can field the team that is 
going to make that push for the 
championship. We are hopeful of 
acquiring, either through trade, or 
from our incoming group of rook- 
ies, another defensive lineman— 
perhaps two, since Marchetti’s pos- 
sible retirement leaves a gaping 
hole at the left defensive end spot— 
a linebacker and a defensive back. 
While a club can never afford to be 
completely satisfied, we do seem to 
be better fixed offensively right 
now.

In addition the Lions have ob- 
tained Bill Quinlan from Philadel- 
phia on waivers as backup strength 
at defensive end. Mike Bundra and 
Jim Simon also are veteran hold- 
overs available to added stability 
to the defensive line.

1964 OUTLOOK 


HE BUILDING PROCESS is 
all but done for the Vikings 

. and now it’s a matter of 
growing and maintaining rel- 
ative improvement year to 
year. 

Norm Van Brocklin’s squad was 
easily the youngest, greenest in the 
National Football League last year. 
Quite probably, in fact, it was the 
youngest in NFL annals, with 37 
players representing less than 70 
years of pro playing experience. 
The Vikings were less than two 
years out of college! 

The “maturing” process which 
you might expect from a new fran- 
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chise had been going in reverse be- 
cause of a tremendous overhauling 
job which kept well ahead of it. 
For instance, only two of the 36 
players originally acquired in 1961 
from the NFL veteran’s pool re- 
main, and one of them—end Fred 
Murphy-—spent the last two years 
in the Army rather than with the 
Van Brocklins. (The other is tack- 
le Alderman). 

In most cases, the departing 
members of the original Vikings 
were replaced by rookies, thus ac- 
counting for ever-increasing de- 
pendence on inexperienced help. 

“That's past, though,” claims 
Van Brocklin. “We're pretty well 
set right now and can start growing

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percentage-wise in 1963. He fin- 
ished 6th among NFL passers. But 
VanderKelen’s showing in two late- 
season games lends promise of a 
real battle. The Wisconsin johnny- 
come-lately took over the reins in 
the 17-17 tie with the Bears in 
Chicago and in the 34-13 triumph 
at Philadelphia. Between the two, 
the Vikings may well be set at this 
vital spot for the next decade. 

The club's first all-pro, Tommy 
Mason, gives first-line strength at 
halfback which won’t be bettered 
anywhere in the league, but Tom- 
my's three-year history shows a se- 
ries of annoying injuries. If the pat- 
tern changes or if suitable depth is 
found, the position could be the 
team’s strongest. 

Bill Brown and Tommy Wilson 
shared play last year and provided 
the Vikings their best fullbacking 
in three years. Yet it is possible that 
Bob Ferguson, in for only one 
offensive play after his trade from 
Pittsburgh in mid-year, or one of 
two newcomers, Bill McWatters 
and Darrell Lester, could move in. 

Changes in the offensive line 
have come slower than elsewhere 
in the team’s building program, 
but Van Brocklin continually is 
seeking help, not only for depth (a 
luxury, at this point) but for re- 
placement in at least one spot. His 
starter at left guard for three years, 
Gerry Huth, has given up the game 
because of leg troubles. Contenders 


for the spot include Dave O’Brien, 
a willing 2nd-year player; Jim Bat- 
tle, also in his 2nd season; Palmer 
Pyle, recently acquired from Balti- 
more; and rookies—H.O. Estes, 
John Gamble and Milt Sunde, 

Errol Linden faces the challenge 
of rookies Wes Bryant and Monte 
Kiffin at right tackle. Otherwise, 
Grady Alderman, an “original” 
Viking, is reaching his peak of play 
at left tackle, and center Mick Tin- 
gelhoff and guard Larry Bowie are 
still on the way up, with two years 
in the NFL behind them. Tingel- 
hoff already is regarded as a solid 
NFE center, perhaps he will be the 
next great one, 

A quick summation of the Vik- 
ings’ strong suits: receivers, defen- 
sive line, quarterbacking and first- 
line strength at halfback if Mason 
plays 14 games. The problem areas? 
Offensive line, particularly on pass 
blocking; punting; and lack of con- 
sistent play behind Mason. 

That leaves a lot of “in-between” 
area where the Vikings are improv- 
ed, but not enough to be classed 
yet as a strong point. Further, three 
of their five wins last year came 
from the Rams and 49ers, both of 
whom figure to be greatly improved 
because of their quarterbacking. 

So the improvement in the gray 
area must be marked if the Vikings 
are to reach the 7-7 mark in their 
fourth NFL season. @

- © Frisco defense, 


T HAS BEEN MANY, many 

years since the Ram offensive 

line could be included on the 

“plus” side of any evaluation of 

the team as a whole. But head 

coach Harland Svare and as- 
sistant Ray Wietecha, whose charge 
is the interior offensive line, agree 
that this should be the case this 
season. 

“Our offensive line was our big- 
gest improvement in 1963,” Svare 
noted after he and his aides had 
finished their off-season review of 
last season’s game films. “If this 
unit continues to improve in our 
training camp, it definitely will be 
a strong point in our overall sit- 
uation.” 

Biggest points of pride to Svare 
and Wietecha are tackles Frank 
Varrichione and Joe Carollo. Nei-

Varrichione, several times an all- 
pro in his nine NFL campaigns, 
found a new lease on life with reg- 
ular weight-lifting prior to the 63 
season. Carollo graded almost as 
consistently high as his veteran run- 
ningmate and at 24, Joe is still ma- 
turing. 

The Ram guards are young, but 
Svare sees bright futures for them. 
All three of them, full-timer Char- 
lie Cowan and alternating messen- 
gers Joe Scibelli and Don Chuy, 
have better-than-average. size even 
for the NFL. 

Largest of the group is Cowan, 
who is 6’ 4” and plays between 265 
and 270. Remarkably agile, he was 
an NAIA basketball player, big 
Charlie seems destined for NFL 


stardom. 

“Joe Scibelli is a fine blocker for 
the run,” Svare said, “and his pass 
protection blocking is improving.” 
Scibelli is a stumpy 255 but has de- 
ceptively good speed. 

Chuy was named “Ram rookie of 
the year” last December and Wie- 
techa claims the youngster “is one 
of the strongest guards I’ve ever 
seen.” Don weighs 260 and is 
stronger as a pass protection block- 
er than Scibelli. 

If Syare and Wietecha are ac- 
curate in their evaluations, the 
Rams seem set for many years to 
come. Cowan is 26, Scibelli is 25 
and Chuy will not be 23 until 
the training camp opens in July.

Should Iman fail to live up to 
advance billing, the knee injury 
which has hobbled Art Hunter for 
two seasons becomes crucial. Last 
year’s regular center, former Bear 
Ken Kirk, may be moved to line- 
backer. 

Dick Bass, certainly one of the 
top running halfbacks in the lea- 
gue, has netted 2161 yards in the 
past three years and he alone is 
enough to make this a strong point 
for the Rams. However, Jon Arnett 
reportedly is free of the leg miser- 
ies and claims he is ready to flash 
his old form in ’64. 

Behind these two is Pervis At- 
kins, who lost his tight end job to 
Marlin McKeever late in ’63 but 
who could live up to his collegiate 
greatness as a running back. 

Big as any and with experience 
on its side is the Ram defensive line 
unit. “I feel our front four is cap- 
able of great things,” Svare states, 
“and even though they showed some 
inconsistency last year, they must 
be rated a ‘strength’ in our team 
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picture.” 

Tackles Merlin Olsen and Roose- 
velt Grier are the largest pair in 
the NFL. Olson—a baby-faced, two- 
year veteran at the tender age of 23 
—usually plays at 270 pounds. 
Grier, the guitar-strumming 31- 
year-old with eight pro seasons be- 
hind him, plans to weigh in at 285. 
If he does, he will be lighter (by 10 
pounds) than he has been itn many 
years. Both tackles stand at 6’5”. 

Ends David (Deacon) Jones and 
Lamar Lundy also have height. 
Jones is 6-5 and Lundy, former 
Purdue basketball star, is 6’7”. 
Lundy's 1963 season, his seventh, 
was the most consistent of the quar- 
tet. Jones, partly because he has 
such great speed and quickness and 
is capable of real greatness, was 
rated the most inconsistent. 

it's an asset to have a place-kick- 
er and punter all wrapped up in 
one bundle and the Rams have just 
that in Danny Villanueva. Villa- 
nueva punted more than any other 
NFL player last year and only two 
rivals—Detroit’s Yale Lary and Chi- 
cago’s Bobby Joe Green—bettered 
Danny’s average of 45.4.

Danny hit on 9 of 17 field goal at- 
tempts last year and his accuracy 
accounted for two of the club's 
five triumphs. He holds the club 
record for longest field goal via his 
5l-yarder against Dallas in 1962. 
Weaknesses: 

The unexpected retirement of 
Ben Wilson, who has entered den- 
tal school, ruined Ram dreams of 
finally having solved a long-stand- 
ing problem. Wilson was the club’s 
second leading rusher in ’63 and 
Svare said of his prize rookie: “He 
could have been the Western Divi- 
sion’s second best fullback behind 
Jim Taylor.” 

But Wilson elected to leave the 
Rams with a cavity. Three-year vet- 
eran Art Perkins is bigger and 
more experienced than Wilson, but 
lacks Ben’s running abilities. Two 
rookie candidates will get a thor- 
ough look, They are LSU’s Buddy 
Soefker and Utah State’s Larry 
Campbell. 

A trade may be forthcoming to 
strengthen this spot. 

Left linebacker Jack Pardee 
earned AP all-pro and Pro Bowl 
honors last year and middle backer 
Mike Henry showed promise after

Rams still have a problem in this 
department. The right linebacker 
in the final nine games was Cliff 
Livingston, a bouncy but aging (34) 
journeyman. Behind this trio is 
sophomore pro Bill Swain, who 
holds the key to the problems. 
Svare believes Swain has “every- 
thing to be a really fine lineback- 
er.” If Swain comes through, he will 
replace Livingston and free Cliff 
for spot duty where the veteran 
figures to be more effective. But if 
Swain fails to deliver and injuries 
occur, the Rams have trouble. 
Questionmark Areas and Positions: 


Roman Gabriel became the 
Rams’ regular quarterback after 
five league games had been played 
in 1963 and the club responded 
with five wins in its final nine 
games. 

Gabriel is big, strong as an ox, 
possessed of an exceptionally pow- 
erful arm but is still relatively in- 
experienced. He lacks the NFL 
“solo time” to be considered a def- 
inite strength, but he could be on 
a par in 1964 with most . . . after 
you get past Johnny Unitas and 
Y. A. Tittle. 

Terry Baker -was not the savior 
many persons had felt he would be 
as a 1963 rookie, but the Oregon 
State Heisman Trophy winner can- 
not be counted out because of his 
leadership and all-around athletic 
abilities, and, as usual, the Rams 
have a rookie candidate at this po- 
sition. In fact, they have two of 
them this year in Utah State’s Bill 
Munson, their No. 1 draft choice 
who played well in post-season col- 
legiate games, and United League

Y ANY GAUGE, 1963 was a 
bad year for the 49ers. It 
marked the first time a 49er 
team had scored fewer than 
200 points (198); it found 
the opponents totaling a new 
high (391); it found the 49ers win- 
ning only two games (fewest ever) 
and losing 12 (most ever); and 
marked the first time finished last 
in the National Football League. 
The natural question arises, 
therefore: 
“From these depths, how far up 
the ladder can the 49ers rebound?” 
How the ingredients for that an- 
swer blend must wait, ultimately, 
until December; but they are now 
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available for scrutiny. 

One of the keys that helped un- 
lock the floodgates of defeat a year 
ago was the quantity and nature of 
injuries. No alibis are intended, but 
facts are submitted: 

Two first string performers, of- 
fensive halfback Billy Kilmer and 
defensive safety Jerry Mertens, did 
not see a second of league action, 

Two other first string performers, 
quarterback John Brodie and de- 
fensive tackle Charlie Krueger, 
missed more than half of the sea- 
son. Brodie was inactive after the 
third game, Krueger after one half 
of the seventh game. 

Additionally, defensive rookies 
Floyd Dean and Walter Rock were 
sidelined—Dean for the entire sea- 
son, Rock for the final seven games, 

Defensive end stalwart Dan Col- 
chico played on two weakened 
knees which have since been oper- 
ated upon. 

Leading rusher J. D. Smith 
missed the first two weeks of train- 


ing camp with illness and never did 
return to his great form. 

All told, the 49ers suffered seven 
knee operations —an uncommon 
number for any team in any one 
season. 

With these men, especially 
Brodie and Krueger, returning to 
full strength, as it is hoped, the out- 
look for 1964 already takes on a 
brighter hue. 

An additional word regarding 
Kilmer is warranted. Billy suffered 
a severe leg fracture in a December, 
1962, automobile accident and 
never put on a football suit in 
1963. Whether, through patient 
and determined exercise and re- 
habilitation, that leg can withstand 
the rigors of gridiron combat prob- 
ably will not be determined until 
training camp at St. Mary’s. Obvi- 
ously, a healthy Kilmer injects tre- 
mendous adrenelin into the 49e) 
attack.

years per man in 1964, it will be a 
club that gained, albeit painfully, 
from the experiences of 1963. Espe- 
cially is this true defensively. 

In the defensive lines Dan Col- 
chico is in his fifth campaign, Clark 
Miller in his third; Charlie Krueger 
is in his sixth, Roland Lakes in his 
fourth, although only his second as 
a full time defensive performer. 
The linebackers look like this: 
Matt Hazeltine, 10th, Mike Dowdle 
fifth, although only 2nd full time 
with 49ers; Ed Pine, third, 

In the secondary, Abe Woodson 
seventh, Kermit Alexander second, 
Elbert Kimbrough third and Jim 
Johnson fourth, although he has 
yet to play one full season on de- 
fense. 

On pass defense in particular, 
where the 49ers suffered some em- 
barrassing moments in 1963, the 
experience should improve overall 
performance considerably. 

To the experience is blended 
some new and promising talent. 


Dave Parks from Texas Tech and 
Vern Burke from Oregon State are 
highly regarded pass receivers. 
George Mira from Miami is a fine 
quarterback with a strong arm and 
the ability to elude onrushing line- 
men. Dave Wilcox from Oregon 
will be tried on defense as an end 
or linebacker. 

In addition to the rookies, the 
“sophomores” should be of more 
value—Alxender, offensive half- 
back Don Lisbon (a strong, fast run- 
ner and able receiver), lineman 
Walter Rock, offensive lineman 
Charlie Sieminski, linebacker Floyd 
Dean and fullback Mike Lind. 

Some changes in offensive and 
defensive play have been instituted 
by the new coaching staff headed 
by Jack Christiansen, who took 
over after the third 1963 game 
when Red Hickey resigned. To 
holdover staff members Bill John- 
son (offensive line) and Dick Voris 
(defensive line) of 1963, Chris has 
added his former Detroit teammate 


Jim David as defensive backfield 
coach and ex-49er great Billy Wil- 
son as offensive end coach. 
Historically, the 49er situation 
brings to mind that tale of irony 
wherein the horse Upset won only 
one race, defeating Man O’War in 
the Kentucky Derby in the only 
race Man O’ War lost. The 49ers 
beat the Chicago Bears in 1963 and 
were the only team to do so. There 
the parallel ends. The 49ers did 
subsequently defeat Dallas, but the 
victory over Chicago will long re- 
main as one of the NFL’s most 
stunning modern day upsets, 
Hopefully, and, in truth, realis- 
tically, such a victory over the de- 
fending World Champions in 1964 
would command no such notoriety, 
although faithful San Francisco 
fans would enjoy it—and hope for 
additional triumphs—just as much.
